The American government was
prompted to take action on the reports
froan i embassies and legations
nbroad that the powers were expect-
ing to divide up China, after the war,
among themselves,  The inquiry by
Hecretary Hay has checked whatever
weheme wis on fool and the powers are
onice agaln down Ih black and white
pledged to assist In the mointalnance
of China's territotial and political In-
tegrity, all of them having given
favornble peply to the American note.

Washington, Jan, 19,—The house of
representatives today completed con-
sideration of the army appropriation
bill und will vole on the measurg lo-
morrow.

He said after
$600,000 had been poured Into Colorado,
the spirit shown by the miners was
such that he had recommended a set-
tlement and that national aid be with-
drawn and would do so agaln under
gimilar cireumstances, He sald he was
ready to get out if it was thought beat,
and referred to the fact that for six
years he bas not asked for re-election
Speeches were made by Vice Presi-
dents Willls, Dolan, Falrly and Secre-
tary-treasurer Wilson, These also went
to show that Colorado officers and min-
ers even wanted a per diem for re-
malning out on strike; they received
more money per capita than the an-
thracite strikers, and also it was slat-
ed the miners even refusad to put up
the tents sent them unless they re-
celved pay from the national organi-
zation,
The attack by Randall is attributed
by friends of President Mitchell, to so»
olalists, who just met thenr annual
defeat by trying to have the miners'
organizgation declare ltself for soclal-
ism. Tae feeling shown by the deéle-
gntes  was  practically unanimous in
favor of Mitchell's position.
